Browder who is the real father ol what has come to 
be called Titoism. but there us no indication that he 
will lye invited hack into the party or that if invited 
to return, lie will. 
William L. Foster, currently Chairman ol the 
American Communist Party, is apparently displeased 
with all the current shenanigans, He remains an out­ 
right and uncompromising Stalinist which, in essence, 
means that he is crpposnl to nationalistic Communism 
and disregard of Soviet Russia as the homeland of 
all Communists. 
In the course of thus denunciation, 
he said:

“ Some comrades, while repudiating Browder’s 
crassest forms ol bourgeois reformism and his ulti­ 
mate rcnegucy from Communism, would resurrect 
what was good in his system. They look back nos­ 
talgically to the late I930’s when the Party was 
making substantial progress, overlooking the vastly 
more favorable situation then existing, when the Party 
was going along freely in harmony with the general 
mood of the working class and under a not hostile 
government, in the fight against Hitlerism and for 
the trade union organization ol the basic industries. 
in contrast to the harsh persecutions suffered by the 
Party during the cold war years and its considerable 
conflict with the general mood of the working class 
regarding the origin of the war threat." 
In this analysis, Foster is undoubtedly correct but 
what is important to those Americans who regard 
themselves as anti-Communists is Foster's claim that 
in the 1930 s the Communist Party functioned under an 
Administration that was not hostile to it. This the anti­ 
communists have generally contended and it has often 
been denied. 
How far this lack of hostility went 
appears in the record of Congressional committees to 
some extent, hut the entire story has not yet been 
told and undoubtedly will one day, possibly soon, he 
made public under the signature ol Earl Browder 
whose relations with the Roosevelt Administration 
were, at times, very close indeed.

I lie fact that the Communist Party has shrunk 
does not mean that it is innocuous. Whereas there 
may be a party cleavage between Stalinists and Tao­ 
ists and Communists and Socialists, those who follow 
the doctrines ol Karl Marx in whatever organization 
are enemies of the American concept of society and 
will continue to strive to pollute the ideas of American 
youth. The real danger lies not in the party organiza­ 
tion but in those who still accept Marxism-Leninism 
os a creed; in those who now reject Stalinism because 
Stalin fooled them, but who do not reject Karl Marx. 
They are attempting to restore their position of 
influence by "Americanizing" the Communist credo— 
an unacceptab'e dichotomy.

A permanent United Nations police force 
could be considered seriously at the current 
session of the General Assembly, depending on 
the success or failure of the UN Emergency 
Force (UNKE) in Egypt. The idea already has 
been advanced 
in Canada, which sponsored 
UNKE. 
Roch Pinard, Canadian Secretary of State, 
told the UN General Assembly on December 5 
that such a permanent force should be composed 
of troops from smaller member nations. 
He 
noted that ever since the Korean "experience” 
Canada had tried through the Assembly “to have 
member governments earmark units of their 
armed forces for UN police action.' 
"Although I think the Canadian government 
went at least as far as any other in this respect.” 
l'inard said, “ no government was prepared with­ 
out qualification to place its forces at the 
disposal of the UN in advance for such a 
purpose.” 
A permanent UN armed force was contem­ 
plated by the UN Charter. Article 43 stipulates 
that all member nations "undertake to make 
available to the Security Council, on its call and 
in accordance with a special agreement or agree­ 
ments, armed forces, assistance, and facilities.” 
The Korean War United Nations Command 
could hardly have been called a UN police force, 
even though President Truman called that war a 
* police action” ; the command was created by 
UN authority, and 15 UN members plus the 
Republic of Korea contributed forces in addition 
to those of the United States. 
It was Lester B. Pearson. Canadian Secre­ 
tary of State for External Affairs, who intro­ 
duced the UNEE resolution in the Assembly. 
I NEE is commanded by a Canadian. Maj. Gen.

WASHINGTON — The “ Eisen­ 
hower Doctrine ”—the new

Possible Rent Gimmick 


Meanwhile, the grand jury has 
been digging into additional in­ 
formation supplied by an ex­ 
member of Powell s staff that he 
paid his rent while in Washington 
by putting his landlord on the 
government payroll. His landlord 
was Belford Lawson Jr. 
This column checked info the 
charge and found that Lawson 
had been on Congressman Pow­ 
ells payroll for $77 a month from 
January to June 1945. These arc 
the months that Congress was rn 
session, and $77 a month is not 
far off from the amount one 
would pay for the rent of a room 
in a private home. 
The records of the House of 
Representatives also showed that 
Lawson was on Powell’s payroll 
for $66 a month from Januarv to 
March 1946. 


This is money, ol course, which 
is paid by all the taxpayers to a 
Congressman for his staff to help 
his constituents. It is not sup- 
f<ised to be paid for rent, or food. 
or the personal expenses of a 
Congressman. 


When 
Lawson 
was 
queried 
afoul this, he admitted Congress­ 
man Powell had rented a room 
from him for $60 a month and 
admitted he had been on the pay­ 
roll. He vigorously denied, howr- 
ever, there was any connection 
between the two. 
"I was put on the payroll," he 
claimed, "for advising Powell on 
civil rights." 
"Why were you taken oft the 
payroll just as Powell ceased to 
live in your home and then came 
back on the payroll next year'’” 
Lawson was asked 
"I continued to give him free 
advice.” Lawson explained, "then 
quit altogether when my advice 
wasn't taken.' 
"Isn't the $60 you say that 
Powell paid for rent very close 
to the $77 you received as a 
member of his staff’ ” 
"That s only a coincidence,” 
Lawson replied.

Mr. Lawson couldn't quite re­ 
member He said he thought that 
Pc well prohaoly had paid his 
rent by check, but when asked if 
he had tried to get hold of the 
checks. Lawson finally said ho 
wasn't ouite sur° wh°*her Pow­ 
ell had paid by check or in cash.
